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MEMORANDUM.

Defendant pleaded guilty of mandaughter with a motor vehicle, MCL 750.321; MSA 28.553,
and was sentenced to seven to fifteen years imprisonment. He appeds as of right. We affirm. This
case has been decided without oral argument pursuant to MCR 7.214(A).

The trid court was not required to drike a portion of the investigator's verson from the
presentence investigation report, MCR 6.425(D)(3). While defendant argued that his former girlfriend’'s
version of this offense was not what redly occurred, defendant only requested that the record reflect
that he denied running his former girlfriend off the road. Defendant faled to cite any specific factud
inaccuracies with the invedtigator’s verson. He aso did not request that the tria court conduct an
evidentiary hearing to decide which verson was accurate. On these facts, the tria court was not
required to delete portions of the presentence investigation report. People v Lawrence, 206 Mich App
378, 380; 522 NW2d 654 (1994); People v Greene, 116 Mich App 205, 210; 323 Nw2d 337
(1982).

Defendant has dso waived his objection to the court’s consderation of facts related to a
protective order from the state of Illinois. While defendant objected to the court considering information
about a protective order at the time of sentencing when defense counsdl did not have time to investigate
the matter, defendant agreed to go ahead with sentencing apparently when the parties were able to
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resolve this issue off the record. Thetrid court gave thisinformetion little, if any, weight in its sentencing
decision and accepted defendant’ s statement that he had not received notice that a protective order was
entered againgt him. Because defendant did not request that the court adjourn to investigate the matter,
the issue is waived on apped. Lawrence, supra, 206 Mich App 380; People v Sharp, 192 Mich App
501, 504-505; 481 Nw2d 773 (1992).

Affirmed.
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
